Virginia Hopes to 
Get an Old Banjo 
Held by Calif. Museum 

Efforts are being made by the 
State of Virginia to acquire 
America’s first banjo, recently 
given to the Los Angeles Coun¬ 
ty Museum in Exposition Park 
and Invented by Joel Walker 
Sweeney of Appomattox, Va., 
father of American minstrels. 

This was disclosed today by 
James H. Breasted, Jr., director 
of the County Museum, follow¬ 
ing receipt of a letter from 
George Prince Arnold, a repre¬ 
sentative of the Virginia Con¬ 
servation Commission, written 
on behalf of Governor William 
M. Tuck of Virginia, inquiring 
if it would be possible for the 
State of Virginia to acquire the 
ancient instrument from Cali¬ 
fornia for one of its own mu¬ 
seums. 

The answer being sent to Vir¬ 
ginia officials is no, according 
Miss Bush will be greatly to Director Breasted. He wrote: 

'The original banjo invented 
by Joel Wolker Sweeney was 
acquired by the Los Angeles 
County Museum as a gift. The 
chief curator of history and the 
board of governors of the Mu¬ 
seum wish to retoin this inter¬ 
esting historical piece. We re¬ 
gret very much it is not avail¬ 
able for loon." 

Director Breasted then recall¬ 
ed the recent experience of the 
County Museum when it en¬ 
deavored to borrow the original 
gold flake which started the 
California gold rush in ’49 from 
the Smithsonian Institution at 
Washington, D. C., and was 
turned down. A replica of it 
was made by the Museum and 
the director suggested the Vir¬ 
ginia officials interested might 
do the same In regard to the 
old banjo. 

The relic was handed down to 
Mrs. Polly Ann Patterson, a 
niece of Sweeney, who gave it 
to J, E. Henning, a Los Angeles 
music teacher in 1890. It was 
given to the County Museum by 
Mr. Henning's widow following

California oranges have been 
demanding premium prices in 
10 eastern au c t i o n markets, 
selling for $6.60 a box in com¬ 
petition with Florida's products, 
which brought $2.29 a box, local 
shippers said this week. 

The normal spread between 
the two types of oranges for¬ 
merly was about 50 cents a box, 
but as the differences reached 
$3.61, dealers reported they 
were swamped with orders for 
the California product. 

Local orange shippers said 
the vast differential in sales 
prices was “artificial,” but hop¬ 
ed the prices would remain 
above last year’s, when they 
reported losses. 

The 1947 loss averaged about 
21 cents a box, they explained, 
but in 1946, an average profit 
of $1.44 a box was realized.
